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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office action is in response to Applicant's amendment filed July 1 1 , 2008. 
Applicant has amended claims 18, 24 and 26. Claim 19 has been cancelled. Currently, 
claims 18 and 20-37 remain pending in the application. 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35 U.S. Code not included in this action can be 
found in the prior Office action. Paper No. 20080228. 

3. The objection to the abstract for being longer than one page is maintained for the 
reasons of record. 

4. The rejection of claims 18 and 20-37 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by 
or, In the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Mattox, U.S. Patent No. 
4,954,338, is withdrawn in view of applicant's amendments and remarks. 

5. The rejection of claims 18 and 20-37 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by 
or, In the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Pinter et al, U.S. Patent 
No. 5,045,31 1 , Is withdrawn in view of applicant's amendments and remarks. 
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6. The rejection of claims 18 and 20-37 under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as anticipated by 
or, in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Candau et al, US 
2003/0129151 , is withdrawn in view of applicant's amendments and remarks. 

7. The provisional rejection of claims 1 8 and 20-37 on the ground of nonstatutory 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-17 and 20 of 
copending Application No. 10/556,793 is maintained for the reasons of record. 

8. The provisional rejection of claims 18 and 20-37 on the ground of nonstatutory 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 17-34 of 
copending Application No. 10/588,719 is maintained for the reasons of record. 

NEW GROUNDS OF REJECTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

9. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 0. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or deschbed as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the phor art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

1 1 . Claims 18 and 20-37 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as anticipated by or, in 
the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Selpel et al, DE 101 17500. 

Seipel et al, DE 10117500 (equivalent of Seipel et al, U.S. Patent No. 6,835,701), 
discloses a cleaning composition comprising an alkyi or alkenyl oligoglycoside 
surfactant (see abstract), and an alcohol polyglycol ether of formula (II) (see page 3, 
lines 31-50), per the requirements of the instant invention. The examiner asserts that 
the alcohol polyglycol ether of formula (II) disclosed in Seipel et al, DE 101 17500, reads 
on the instant claims when is a Cs-is alkyI group, x is zero, y is 40 and z is 40. 
Therefore, instant claims 18 and 20-37 are anticipated by Seipel et al, DE 101 17500. 

In the alternative that the above disclosure is insufficient to anticipate the above 
listed claims, it would have nonetheless been obvious to the skilled artisan to produce 
the claimed composition, as the reference teaches each of the claimed ingredients 
within the claimed proportions for the same utility. 

Response to Arguments 

1 2. Applicant's arguments filed July 1 1 , 2008 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

The examiner notes that applicant has requested that the obviousness-type 
double patenting rejections over copending Application Nos. 10/556,793 and 
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10/588,719 be held in abeyance until an indication of allowable subject matter in the 
instant application is identified.
